That they have directed their anxious 
attention to the discharge of the duty as¬ 
signed them; and now aubmjt the following 
considerations. 

The embarrassment* complained of, are 
mainly attributable to the following causes: 
the reduced prices of produce; the eihaus- 
tion of our lands; bad crop years; bad msu- 
agement; extravagance and puichasiDg on 
credit. 

It is needless to dwell on a matter so 
well undersinod as the effect produced by 
an unexpected and considerable reduction 
in the price* of our staple commodities. 
Nor is it nectsHary lo descant largely upon 
what is obvious to the most super final ob¬ 
server, that our fields are deprived of 
much ol their original fertility. The un¬ 
favourable seasons are painfully remem* 
hi red, even by nur most judicious farmer*. 
And although the imputation of had man¬ 
agement may be unpleasant, yet it is be¬ 
lieved to be trended even by some who 
have had the reputation of being good man¬ 
agers. This bad management has consist¬ 
ed either in having no system, nr having 
a wrung sys'em. Many ha»e employed 
others to attend to their buxines*, who ought 
not to have employed any one. Others, 
who were obliged to employ overseers anil 
other agent*, have not bestowed as moch 
personal attention on their own affairs, aa 
they might and ought to have done.— 
Many have plauted loo much cotton, Bnd 
loo little corn. Thecoosequence has been 
that they have incurred (he disgrace as 
well us the expense, of buying, instead of 
raising horses and hogs, anil even corn. 
Another fruitful source of embarrassment, 
is extravagance; our expenditures have been 
entiiely dieprnportiooed to our income.—

ASSAULT IN THE CAPITOL. 

Haute of Hrjirttenlatlty-', May 18 , 1828 . 

Mr. McDuffie from the Select Committee, to 
whom was referred the message bf the Presi¬ 
dent ort the subject of the lute outrage, made the 
following report which tvaa laid on the tablo & 
ordored to bo printod: 

The Select Committee to whom was referred 
the Message of the President of the U. States, 
relative to an assault committed on his Pri¬ 
vate Secretary, submit the following Report; 
Immediately after their appointment the com¬ 
mittee proceeded to the investigation of the 
subject referred to them. They ascertained 
from the letter of Mr. Russel Jarvis, referred 
to them by the Hopse and from the statement 
of Mr. John Adams, the Private Secretary of the 
President, that an assault was committed by 
the former upon the person of the latter, in the 
Rotundo of. the Capitol, immediately after he 
had delivered a message from the President to 
the Hoase of Representatives, and while ho was 
proceeding with another message from the* 
President to the Senate. At this stage of the 
proceeding, a preliminary question arose with 
the Committee; whether they should report to 
the House simply the fact that the assault had 
been committed 1 with a view to an examination 
at the bar of the House of the party implicated, 

&tr all the witnesses for and against him, or wlie- 
thor the Committee should take upon them¬ 
selves the responsibility of going into a full ex¬ 
amination of tne whole case, and oftocommond- 
ing as tho result of their judgment, upon all the 
facts and circumstances, the float course which 
they might deem it expedient fur the House to 
pursue. The formermodeofproceedhtgwould 
have been, perhaps the more strictly conforma¬ 
ble to parliamentary usage and precedent; but 
tho unavoidable interferenpe withthetlUcfiargc 
of its ordinary legislative duties, which would 
have resulted from uiv examination befme the 
House, constituted, in the opinion of the Com¬ 
mittee, so strong an objection to that course of 
proceeding, that they unanimously determined 
to examine all the witnesMyi, and to report th« 
facts to the House, with their opinion upon 
them, having first obtained the consent of Mr 
Jurvis that this course should be pursued, anfi-fl 
having granted him the privilege of appearing 
by counsol. 

It is here proper that tho Committee should 
say a few words in explanation of the delay 
which has occurred in this examination. After 
some considerable progress had been tnado in 
it, Mr. Jarvis made an application lo the Com¬ 
mittee for leave to examine, by commission, 
certain persons in the city of Boston. The Com¬ 
mittee aid not feel themselves warranted Under 
existing circumstances, to refuse this retptesi. 

A commission was accordingly transmitted, to 
take the examination by written interrogato¬ 
ries, which was not returnedutitil very recently

who committed the assault went immediately 
from tho Hall iu which it was deliberating, 
where lie was in die enjoyment of a privilege 
conceded to him, in common with others who 
arc engaged in reporting the proceedings of the 
House. If tho Representatives of tho people 
havo not the power to punish an assault com¬ 
mitted under these circumstances, then are 
they destitute of a power which belongs to the 
most inferior judicial tribunal in tho country. 
The power of punishing for contempts is not 
peculiar to the common law of England. It 
belongs essentially to every judicial tribunal & 
every legislative body. The English law of 
contempts, as such, has not, surely, the slight¬ 
est authority in the Supreme Court of the Uni¬ 
ted States; yet the power of that Court to vin¬ 
dicate its dignity, and preserve its officers from 
outrage, during its session, will scarcely he 
questioned in liko manner, though the parlia¬ 
mentary law of England, ns such, can have no 
authority here, yet all the legislative bodies in 
the Union habitually act upon its rules. 

The power in question growsoutof the great 
law of self preservation. It is no doubt very 
liable to abuse, and ought always tobe exercis¬ 
ed with great moderation. In its very nature, 
it is not susceptible either of precise definition 
or precise limitation. Each particular instance 
of its exercise must be adapted to the emergen¬ 
cy which ctflls for it. While, therefore, the 
Committee deem it matter of great importance 
to maintain the existence of this power, as an 
essential means of vindicating the dignity and 
privileges of the House they are clearly of the 
opinion that it ought never to l»' exercised ex¬ 
cept in cases of strong necessity: and that the 
punishment indicted under it ought never to be 
carried farther than shall he absolutely and 
imperiously required by the existing emergency 
In the present case, though they think the 
conduct of Air. Jarvis obnoxious to the censure 
of the House, yet they can hardly suppose that 
he was conscious, at the time of committing 
the assault, that he was offering a contempt to 
its authority. He disclaims, indeed, any such 
intention. And as the Committee arc aware 
that many persons, for whose opinions they 
have very great respect, entertain the belief 
thatthe assault in question was not a violation 
of any privilege of the House, they think they 
are required, by the spirit of moderation and 
indulgence in which tl is power should always 
be exercised, to give Mr. Jarvis lhe benefit of 
the most favourable presumption as to his views 
niid intentions, touching the rights and privile¬ 
ges in question. 

They therefore recommend to the adoption 
of the House, the following resolutions. It is 
proper however, to remark; by way of explana¬ 
tion, that there wa9 but a bare ma jority of the 
Committee in favor of the first resolution, the 
minority entertaining the belief that the House 
possesses no power touching the premises; and 
that there was but a bare majority of the Com¬ 
mittee in favor of the second resolution, the 
minority believing that it was expedient to 
vindicate the dignity of the "ouse, by inflicting 
some punishment for the violation of its privi¬ 
lege*. 

Resolved, That the assault committed by Rus¬ 
sel Jarvis on the person of John Adams, the 
Private Secretary of the President,, in the Ro- 
tundo of the Capitol immediately after the said 
John Adams had delivered a Message from the 
President to the House of Representatives, and 
while he was in the act of retiring from it, was 
a violation of privilege, which merits the cen¬ 
sure of this House.

The same writer asks, Why docs not the 
House of Commons let the people know their 
privileges? Why are not those privileges es¬ 
tablished by law? When they think themselves 
offended, why do they not prosecute the offen¬ 
der in a legal and constitutional way, w hich 
would stop all reflection u >on them? The 
King‘s causes are tried in the courts ot justice, 
by ju tgesaud jury, who arc indifferent persons; 
why is any individual or any assembly of men 
whatever, to be ju ge,jury and exeenti nm, in 
their own caisi? Again, he says, it may be 
affirmed that the people oi England will never 
while a spark of the fire of liberty remains, be 
reconciled to Bit assumed power in He(.resenta- 
tires, to imprison their constituents, wi.hout 
trial by jury. 

It would be difficult to add to the force of the 
argument in these quotations. It has been said 
that the union of the Legislative, Executive, 
and Judicial powers in the same body of men 
■s the very ditinition of Tyranny. This union 
exists in all its force in the case ot punishment 
for a fegidative contempt; the same persons are 
the accusers, tlte triers and the executioners; 
thus, not only violating the principle of immu 
t*ole justice, that no mm ought to be a j n’.gt 
f his cait-e, hut ptrl'otmmg the office of j jdge 
under feelings of excitement the mostunpropi 
nous to a calm and dispassionate investigation 
of the case. This general reasoning would ol it¬ 
self, be sufficient to justify the declaration, that 
the doctrine of privilege and punishment for 
I'arlismentary contempt, is of dangerous ten¬ 
dency, and incompatible with the principles 
ot our Government, but if his conclusion be 
leducible Irom general reasoning, how greatly 
is it strengthened by reference to that series of 
precedents from which it is said that the law 
and custom of Parliament must be learned— 
From a few of the most prominent which will 
now be quoted, it will be seen that, instead of 
the stresm of justice flowing in a smooth equs- 
ole current, it nas been thrown into constant ag¬ 
itation somefmes by caprice, sometimes by the 
violence of gngry excitement. A man named 
t'ranfield was fined 1500 each, to four memoers 
whom he had slandered, Lord I.aville was 
committed to the tower, for refusing to name the 
person who had written a letter to him, which 
Parliament had thought treacherous. In 1617, 
an order was made for several members of the 
Ilou e to 'ake some of the deputies of th : Ser- 
geant-at-Arms »"d to break open doors, and 
seixe trunks 6c papers of one Caetain Vernon. 

In 1654, a school mister was examined tor an 
Arian book; the book was burnt by the hands 
of the hang-man. lie was confined in Newgate 
and then banished to the Isle of Scilly. There 
is a case which is remarkable for the caprice 
which dictated the punishment; two persons 
were placed back to back, upon a horse, and 
with a label specifying the ofience made to ride 
in this manner round Charing Cross; and that 
too. for arresting a member's servant, in viola 
lion of a privilege not now claimed. As, how 
ever, it may be objected to Borne of these pre¬ 
cedents, that they occurred in bad limes, that is 
during the period of the long Parliament, some 
mure modern ones will now be quoted. In the 
case ct ahirley vs. Fagg, in the 27th of Charles 
the 2d, the House of Commons maintained that 
an appeal, taken Irom the Court of Chancery 
to the House of Lords, by Shirley, against Fagg 
who was one of their members, was a breach 
of their privileges. In another case, Which was 
an appeal taken by Crispe against Valmahoy, 
J who was a member, they imprisoned the ser- 


behavior, with out which there would be dan¬ 
ger, at some period, of utter prostration of all 
order. The guarded caution, which thought it 
necessary to impart to the House, power to 
give itself organisation and action within 
itself, surely did not mean to leave the same 
House st liberty to range in the boundless field 
of wild and capricious precedent, in search 
of power to punish their fellow citizens, when¬ 
soever and howsoever it pleased, without any 
chart or compass to guide its course, or limita¬ 
tion to restrain it, save only its own mere dis¬ 
cretion, in acting on maxims and modes of pro¬ 
ceeding, locked up in its own bosom, until ap¬ 
plied in individual cases. The correctness of 
this idea may be strongly, enforced by reference 
to the provision as to pitnishment in cases of 
impeachment; thus it is declared that punish¬ 
ment in cases of impeachment shall not extend 
farther than to removal from office, and disqual¬ 
ification, he. Now, it would be strange, that, 
in those cases in which the accusation was pre- 
lerred by the House, and tried by the Senate, 
the accusing and trying bodies being thus dis- 
tinct, and in which, too, the Senators are re¬ 
quired to be upon oath; there should be a Btrict 
limitation of power, and yet, in the cases of con¬ 
tempt, in which the accusing and trying body 
are the same, and they are not upon oath for 
that purpose, there should be an unlimited pow¬ 
er of punishment, both as to kind and amount 
But there are other provisions of the constitu¬ 
tion which bear upon this question. Thus, in 
the second section otthc third article, it is de¬ 
clared that the trial ot all crimes, except in 
cases of impeachment, shall be by jury. Now, 
a crime has been defined to be, the omission of 
something commanded, or the commission of 
something prohibited, by law Unless the act 
in question shall correspond with one or the 
other branch of this definition, it is not the sub¬ 
ject of punishment at all; and if it be, then it is 
a crime, and, as such, ought to be tried by a 
jury. Hut there is s prevision in the fifth a- 
inendment of the Constitution, which is deemed 
to be conclusive—it is this: that no man shall 
be deprived of life, liberty, or property, without 
due process of law. The phrase, due process 
of law, is believed ex id lei mini, to imply, 


remedy Tor the removal of such interruption as 
obstructs the progress of business; as to any 
thing else, let the offending party be prosecu¬ 
ted in the judicial tribunals; or it is competent 
to Congress to make legislative provision, it it 
were thought necessary. 

The same sagacious writer from whom quo¬ 
tations have already been made, holds this lan¬ 
guage: “We now question the doctrine of a 
‘‘rowin, in the Commons, of imprisoning for 
“any thing but what stops proceedings ot the 
“House, and is done in the House.” Such is 
the doubt expressed, even in relation to the 
Omni pot knt British Parliament.—The minority 
ot the Committee hold the true principle, in re¬ 
ference to the two Houses of Congress, to be 
this: I hey may remove any disorder or distur¬ 
bance, within their respective chambers, so as 
to prevent any obstruction to the progress of 
their business; hut they have not the power of 
imprisoning lor contempt. But if they had 
this power, still it could not be extended to em¬ 
brace any case, beyond their own chambers; 
for if it were, where would be the limits? The 
court, in the case of Anderson vs. Dunn, give 
the answer: they say, thkt they know no bounds 
to the process of this House for contempt, bui 
those of the United States. This principle, they 
cannot admit to be correct;, tremendous would 
be that power, which could draff before it any 
citizen from Maine to Florida, and punish him 
for a contempt, of which the »ole criterion 
would be, the discretion ol the power punishing. 
They would further sta e, that, to maintain the 
power in this case, would be, to assume a stron¬ 
ger ground than that even claimed by courts: 
for, supp se that a witness hsd been summoned 
to attend a court, and after having deposed, 
should he assaulted upon the court ground, but 
so as not to disturb the court, and not in rela¬ 
tion to his evidence; nay, suppose that a judge 
himself, after the adjournment of his court, 
should be assaulted, not in relation to his offi¬ 
cial conduct, but upon some personal quarrel, 
would it be contended that the process ol cun 
tempt would lie, in either of these cases? It is 
believed that it would not; if so, the power in 
question cannot be maintained, even by analogy, 
to that of cdurts.

The minority of the Select Committee, to 
which was referred the inc-sagc of the Presi¬ 
dent in relation to an assault, committed by 
Russel Jarvis, upon his private Secretary, whilst 
they concur with the majority in the results 
which they report of the evidence, and, also, in 
reference to the lime xeht n and the place where, it 
was committed beg leave to state their decid¬ 
ed and nnqual'^— 1 lisscnt from that resolution 
of tho report, .....ch affirms the power of this 
House to punish the assault in question, as being 
a breach of privilege, ami a contempt; and to 
present a condensed view of the reasons which 
have conducted them to this conclusion. This 
power if it exist, must rest for its support upon 
that doctrine of privilege, which is said to ho 
established by the law ami custom of Parliament; 
a doctrine, which in their estimation, is as in¬ 
compatible with the genius of our People, and 
the principles of our Government, as it 19 dan¬ 
gerous to the individual rights of the citizen.— 

In proof of this, they propose to take a brief 
view fif its origin and progress, ns, also, of its 
practical application, in that deliberative as¬ 
sembly, which is generally regarded, by those 
who assert the power, as the source whunce 
precedents are to be derived illustrative of tlte 
proper occasion for its exercise. It is 9aid, by 
a celebrated writer upon the subject, that the 
law of Parliament is to he sought after by all, is 
unknown only to a few; that it is to he learned 
out of the rolls of Parliament, U other records, 

It by precedents, St continual experience; “that 
the maxims upon which they proceed, together 
“with the method of proceeding, rest entirely

more unjust, than to punish an Individual for I 
any offence agaiiytt those privileges, the nature I 
and character of which, being indefinite, arc 
utterly unknown; ht which only beronteknown 
as particular cases occur, thus making the in¬ 
fliction of punishment the first evidence of the 
existence of the rule, under which it is inflicted.

code, as every man would have acted correct¬ 
ly; but aucli is his unsanctilied nature in his

In our state I think 
h >wever we have a code of criminal lawa well 
adapted to prevent the commission ol crime 
and at the same time very mill anil lenient in 
moat of its (eilures; and so well are the rights 
of uur citizens gusnicd by it, that i; is next to 
impossible for an innocent man to suffer.—Be¬ 
fore the Court can act officially the supposed 
offender must be presented by a grand jury 
After which be is enli'lctl to the benefit o 
able counsel, a choice of an impartial petit jury 
and the privilege to cross examine the witnes¬ 
ses in favor of the prosecution; and to produce 
tratimony to prove his innocence snd his good 
character and to impeach the testimony offer¬ 
ed against him. 

If the Jury after all this shall entertain a ra¬ 
tional doubt of his guilt, the humanity of the 
law obliges them tu acquit, It is very true 
that many guilty persons thus escape merited 
punishment, but it is far better that this should 
happen than that One innodent man should 
suffer. -It is of vast importance to the well 
being of Society that the respective grand ju¬ 
ries Of the Btate should be vigilant and faithful 
in the discharge of the high obligations im¬ 
posed upon them, as to them the public eye 
is always directed for thecontinuance of peace, 
order and happiness in Society. Without their 
intervention the violent and the vicious would 
so poison the channels of civil intercourse, as 
to destroy in a great measure the happiness & 
prosperity of the excellent government under 
which a benign Providence has placed us. An 
analysis of your oath, Gentlemen, will point 
out to you the manner in which you should 
discharge the important functions with which 
you are invested. You are in the first place 
to be diligent in your inquiries into the viola¬ 
tions of your criminal laws, and when you have 
ascertained by sufficient testimony the perpe¬ 
trator of 1 crime to present him. It has been 
sometimes contended by grand jurors that they 
are only hound to give information of such mat¬ 
ters at came within theirpersonal knowledge or 
which were brought before them by voluntary 
witnesses.

your deliberations. Another branch of you\ ^ 
oaih, Gentlemen, very properly obliges yoii\ 
to observe secresy in your councils, that of-, 
fenders may not escape. This part of the\ 
oath has been sometimes incautiously or wick- \ 
edly violated by grand jmora. Before I came \ 
to the Bench, 1 have known one or two instan¬ 
ces of grand jurymen giving notice to the ac¬ 
cused of the proceedings against them and 
actually advising them to make their escape-. 

This is a misdemeanour of great magnitude Ik 
ought and would be severely and exemplarily 
punished and what is worse it should subject 
the offender to the contempt of every good It 
virtuous citizen. Although one object of this 
salutary clause in the oath is to prevent the 
culprit from escaping punishment.it is also 4 
intended and very wisely too to prevent the 
party charged from knowing by whom his 
case was brought to the notice of the grand 
'ury. Many jurors under the facred and 
paramount obligations of their oaths have 
been compelled to investigate the alleged 
crimes of some of their best and most esteem¬ 
ed friends, and although the investigation may 
have resulted in the complete acquittal of the 
party charged, the knowledge that his case 
had been seriously agitated in the grand jury 
room at the instance of a professed friend 
would be likely (amung the unthinking at 
least) to d'-stroy confidence. Many friend¬ 
ships have been thus broken off and the most > 
implacable enmities have been engendered. 

Some persons have supposed that as soon as a 
grand jury ia discharged, the injunctions of 
secresy are taken off. By what process of 
reasoning they arrive at this conclusion, 

I am yet to learn. The oath I am Very cet- 
tain has no such limitation; snd if it hsd I 
think there are many considerations, which 
would induce a discreet ?c thinking man well 
and truly to keep secret the counsel of the 
state of Maryland, his fellows and h<s order. 

You "are also, Gentlemen, by your oath called 
upon to lay aside both your friendships and 
your prejudices so far as these would inter¬ 
fere witli the proper discharge of your duties. 
Whilst you are not to screen the conduct of 
your best friends from scrutiny you are to 
do justice to your enemies snd not causelessly 
present them. Friends and foea stand eXVctly 
on the same footing before you in your offi¬ 
cial investigations. 

From my knowledge of your incorruptible 
integrity. Gentlemen, I will forbear to dtscant 
upon thnt branch of your oath which commands 
you not to be influenced by the hope or pro. 
mise of reward. The duties assigned to a 
grand jury are arduous, responsible and of¬ 
tentimes delicate and unpleasant; but their 
importance ia so obvious and their existence • 
so indispensable to the peace and prosperity 
of the commonwealth that every intelligent 6z 
patriotic citizen should take pleasure in bear¬ 
ing his share of this responsibility. Without 
the faithful discharge of the high trusts dele¬ 
gated to grand juries the foulest offenders a- 
gainst your laws must go unpunished. The 
bloody murderer, the midnight assassin, the 
perpetrator of rape, the vile incendiary, the 
high-way robber, with other like offenders 
cannot be brought to justice without a pre¬ 
sentment of a grand jury. The base perpetra¬ 
tors of the above enumerated crimes, if unfor¬ 
tunately, you have such within the body of 
your County, will not only be taken notice of 
by you, but you will turn your attention to the 
laws relating to kidnapping, the sale of dry 
goods and spirituous liquors without a license, 
the secret dealing with slaves without author¬ 
ity and such other forbidden practises. The 
pilferers and stealers, if there be such within 
your jurisdiction, will demand a portion of 
your time, whilst the lawless violators or the 
peace must not be forgotten. Let me beg you, 
Gentlemen of the Jury, to read and consider 
attentively the act* of asaembly, which we are 
commanded to give you in charge—a list of 
which will be sent to your room. Some of 
these are little regarded and other wholesome 
laws among them have almost become obso¬ 
lete for the want of the attention or grand Ju¬ 
ries. The last act to prevent duelling l Icar 
is destined to shire the same fate, if the recol¬ 
lection of the grand juriea la not specifically 
directed to it. I am not aware that there is a 
case in your county that no«v demands your 
notice. 1 hope there ia not one; but as it is 
made our duty to rive thia law in charge, I 
feel myself compelled to animadvert on the 
subject of duelling. For some considerable 
time after the passage of this wiae and Isluto- 
ry law, we heard nothing in our own state of 
the ex sience of this barbarous, unchristian Sc 
murderous practice. I fear however from 
late indications that this false notion of honor, 
which formerly prevailed among us, is becom- 
,n ff »K»'u Cherished in our state. Is it not 
strange that the drpravity and perveneneaa of 
the human heart should be »o great in a land 
ol Bibles, where the light of the Gospel 
shines so resplendently, as to justify murder? 
Yes, down right, deliberate and premeditated 
murder, and to dignify it toowith the name of 
honourable combat, and that the field stained 
with a brother’s blood should be denominated 
the field of honour. To what a high pitch of 
madness, infatuation and wickedness must that 
individual have arrived at, who can deliberate¬ 
ly advocate the shedding of human blood upon 
such unhallowed pretensions. In consequence 
of duelling how many atniahle wives have hung 
over the lifeless bodies of tender and affec¬ 
tionate husbands with the most heart-rending 
*nguish- r hnw many helpless and innocent 
children.have been deprived of* father’s pro¬ 
tection at a time when they most needed it— 
how many honourable, brave and useful men 
have been slain and precipitated into K.ternity 
with all their sins Onrepented of and unfor- 
given!—how many wretched sirrvivors of tho 
(jfadly contest luve pined away and sunk un¬ 
timely into the grave ntjhe recollection of their 
enormity; and how many more are now living 
whose lives are emhiltercd with the painful 
recollection that they have sent their fel¬ 
low being* into the invisible world for hav¬ 
ing offered them alight offences, or probably 
they may recollect that they themselves were 
the aggressor*. Whilst I willingly admit that 
many brave and deluded men have gone to the 
field to decide a quarrel in single enmbat, I 
believe that many a trembling coward has also 
repaired there, and that the fighting of a duel 
in itsell ia no evidence of courage, whilst it is 
certainly an evidence of the destitution of cor¬ 
rect moral feeling—and as often results in the 
death of the injured as in that of the aggressor. 
Csn such a practice be oonaqnant to the good 
order and happiness of Society. Our army 8a 
our navy have lost some of their brigheat or¬ 
naments by this fell and deplorable evil. It 
has been made a high criminal offence by our 
state law and ought to be taken notice of 
by our pand juries. Every good citizen 
will yield a ready obedience to the law and not 
incur itademding penslties from a I also .notion 
of honor. W e have had many examples of men 
who have with undaunted steps braved danger 
in defence of their Country, who have refused 
to fight duels, because they knew it was immor¬ 
al* *nd they could not be induced to believe that 
any infraction of the Divine law was honourable.
